For example: 

Applicant asserts that Examiner's statement of inherency in regards to Cameron's teaching of customer information being exchanged 
between primary merchant and secondary merchant is incorrect. Applicant further quotes Cameron col. 17, line 61 to col. 18 line 8. 
Examiner would like to note that this section of Cameron is stated in the alternative and therefore anticipates BOTH scenarios (i.e. 
automatically substituting the same item from another vendor or displaying a list. In addition for the system to automatically substitute the 
product, it is necessarily present for the system to pass customer information from the primary merchant to the secondary merchant. 

Applicant asserts that the primary merchant of Daneels is not capable of supplying the product. Examiner notes that this point is not 
necessary to make this rejection. Daneels teaches the linking, which is then applied to the system of Cameron as described in the Office 
Action. 
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
